The State Department of Health of Maryland reported by tele- 
graph May 18, 1914, that a new focus of smallpox had been reported 
in Maryland through the notification of 2 cases of the disease at 
Salisbury, Wicomico County 

North Carolina — Wilmington. 

Dr. Charles. T. Nesbitt, county health officer of Hanover County, 
N. C, reports that since the 1st of May, 1913, there have been 19 
known cases of smallpox in Wilmington and that these have been 
apparently the result of infection from 8 separate and distinct foci 
in adjoining counties. 

The manner of control has been the vaccination and revaccination 
of contacts and the quarantine, without guards, of cases and those 
intimately associated with cases. The infection was entirely of the 
mild type generally prevalent throughout the country.
